REASONS 

Southam  gave  three  reasons  for 
this: 

% Block  seating  would  fill  more 
than  the  area  that  is  available  for 
student  seating. 

0 If  block  seating  were  used 
there  would  be  no  assurance  that 
those  most  interested  in  football 
would  get  good  seats. 

0 There  were  many  problems 
during  the  last  home  game  of  stu- 
dents picking  up  more  tickets  than 
they  were  allowed.  Some  student 
officers  and  the  Student  Athletic 
Board  members  feel  the  control  of 
this  problem  would  hamper  stu- 
dents from  going  through  the  tic- 
ket line  at  the  speed  they  have 
been  accustomed  to. 

GAME  TICKETS 

Southam  said  tickets  for  the 
game  would  be  available  starting 
10:30  a.m.  Saturday.  He  said  he 
had  cautioned  ticket  officials  to 
follow  strict  gate  policy  as  estab- 
lished over  the  years  by  the  uni- 
versity.

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Block  Seating  Polity— Confused 


Although  we’v'e  said  it  like  this  before, 
once  again  the  issue  of  student  ticket  iwlicy 
has  become  a campus  controversy. 

It  is  ironically  unfortunate  that  this 
should  occur  for  “the  game”  of  the  football 
season  with  Wyoming. 

The  uncertainty  of  Uie  various  groups 
having  autliority  to  make  decisions  on  ticket 
policy  mattero  has  left  some  confusion  and 
doubt  as  to  the  rea.sons  for  finally  cancel- 
ling block  seating  for  the  game. 

It  appears  that  as  many  as  2,000  tickets 
less  were  more  available  for  students  than 
at  the  Homecoming  Game.  In  that  game 
groups  had  to  cut  their  lists  down  to  gain 
adequate  block  .seating  for  all  grouirs. 

One  of  tile  reasons  given  1)}'  ASBYU 
President  Lynn  Southam  for  no  block  seat- 
ing was  this  would  not  insure  those  most 
interested  in  footl>all  would  get  to  see  the 
game.  Tliis  rea.son  seems  vague  and  con- 
trasts to  tiie  “puni.sl>ment”  rea-son  empha- 
I sized  earlier  by  the  Student  Atliletic  Boaid 
when  it  made  its  initial  decision  to  cancel 
' block  seating. 

But  just  who  has  the  authority  to  say 


yes  or  no  to  block  seating  also  remains  a 
mystery.  The  final  decision  to  cancel  was 
made  after  the  Student  Atliletic  Board 
V te.l  to  reinstate  block  seating  for  the 
.v  .e.  Tins  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
board  may  Not  have  final  autliority  to  de- 
cide. 

Also,  we  have  lieen  informed  that  the 
number  of  student  tickets  alloted  iier  game 
is  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the  General 
BYU  Ticket  Office.  So,  a decision  by  tliat 
office  to  cut  down  on  tlie  number  of  stu- 
dent tickets  for  the  Wyoming  game  could 
have  severly  handicapp^  both  the  Student 
Athletic  Boai-d  and  ASBYU  Executive  Coun- 
cil memliers  in  trying  to  decide  who  gets  tlie 
student  tickets. 

Jlaylie  it  is  unfair  to  point  the  finger 
of  blame  for  the  no  block  .seating  decision. 
But  we  do  strongly  feel  that  it  is  very  un- 
fortunate tliat  the  general  student  ticket 
ixilic.v  which  has  been  used  all  .vear  must 
be  changed  for  the  Wyoming  game. 

Stricter  enforcement  on  student  actirity 
cards  and  tickets  should  effectivel.v  cut 
down  on  the  numbers  of  abusers  of  the 
system.

times  as  large  as  the  card  sec- 
tion—however,  the  east  stands 
certainly  appeared  to  be  more 
completely  filled  than  that. 

If  the  Athletic  Board  would 
only  see  that  activity  cards  were 
pundied  when  the  tickets  were 
picked  up.  all  their  problems 
would  be  easily  alleviated. 

Dishonest  students  could  then 
not  pick  up  more  than  their  share 
of  tickets;  also,  activity  cards 
could  not  be  traded  or  loaned.  As 
for  the  reserving  of  more  tickets 
than  necessary  by  certain  organi- 
zations it  seems  that  these  left- 
over tickets  could  easily  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  rest  of  the  stu- 
dent body  with  the  regular  ticket 
distribution  before  the  game. 

“Abuse  of  the  privilege”  by  a 
minority  of  BYU  students  is 
hardly  the  phrase  for  this  breach 
of  responsibility  by  the  Athletic 
Board. 

Having  thus  refuted  all  of  the 
arguments  presented  by  the  Board 
in  their  article,  we  feel  that  it  is 
only  fair  and  just  to  the  student 
body  that  block  seating  be  rein- 
stated for  the  Wyoming  game 
and  athletic  events  to  come.
